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Sippican Students Reporting for Duty

They are a lively group of girls with an 
enthusiasm for reporting, packing press passes and 
having a blast. Meet the Sippican School Cub Reporters, 
a group of six sixth-graders who are all over the place - 
literally and figuratively - with an energy that is palpable 
and a nose for news that can smell a good story - literally 
and figuratively 

Under the guidance of District Video Coordinator 
Debbie Stinson, the girls meet every Wednesday to 
bounce ideas off each other and toss around topics of 
interest, each of them eager to jump into the limelight, 
either in front of or behind the video camera. 

Ask this group exactly what it does to report 
the news to their fellow students and they will rush to 
answer, like they did on the afternoon of January 22 inside 
the music room at Sippican School. 

"Basically, this group is a bunch of mini 
reporters,'' said Caroline Owens, leaping out of her chair. 
"We go to different events, mostly school events, but other 
events too and give interviews." The girls were excited to 
share their role as reporters and the fun they are having 
doing it. 

"We did some teacher interviews," Meghan 
Horan called out. Another girl shouted, "We did some 
dances!" 

"We're a little dysfunctional," said Owens 
speaking on top of the others, eliciting laughs from the 
others. 

"We're learning a lot about reporting, how to 
work the camera, and how we should report," said 
Horan. 

The Cub Reporter program is funded through a 
Lighthouse Fund grant and the ORR Tri-Town Education 
Foundation.

"They actually shoot everything," said Stinson, 
adding that the girls do all the reporting and filming 
themselves. "I edit it, but they shoot all the shows and 
interviews." Stinson then passes the finished product over 
to ORCTV where it is aired. 

The group's current production features a sea 
lamprey dissection, hosted by Daphne Poirier. "The video 
camera cannot catch the smells," said Poirier waving her 
hand in front of her nose. The girls had a good laugh and 
whipped out their press passes to show off. 

"They have a lot of energy," said Stinson. "And 
they're actually really good reporters." 

During recess and flex-time, the young reporters 
grab their cameras and get to work, currently arranging 
for a FaceTime interview with a student who is traveling 
to Australia for six months. 

"I like being behind the camera," said Rachael 
Fantoni. "I just watch the reporters and give them 
advice." 

Horan said she enjoys reporting, but the hardest 
part for her is keeping a straight face and transcending 
'the giggles.' 

"I'm a horrible reporter," said Horan laughing. 
She was referring to an interview she was conducting 
with a teacher. "He was just sitting there smiling at me . . . 
I could not stop laughing." 

Poirier said she likes getting to see stories in a 
new and different light, getting up close to the events like 
a "V.I.R" 

"You feel more accomplished," said Fantoni, and 
her co-reporter Kennedy Serpa concurred. 

"I like knowing what's going on in the school and

Friends Write Letters for Justice

"They are prisoners of conscience . . . imprisoned 
because of their views . . . not because they are criminals/' 
Charlotte Purrington said as she sat quietly, studying the 
faces of people - those men, women and children who 
are suffering in jails or in oppressive countries - as she 
prepared to write another letter. 

On January 18, the Mattapoisett Friends Meeting 
House was open to the public for a day of letter writing 
in support of those identified by Amnesty International 
in their annual 'Write for Rights' campaign. Purrington, 
along with several other members of the congregation, 
gathered to write letters to government officials, heads 
of state, even President Obama - letters intended to 
impress upon these leaders that the eyes of the world are 
watching, waiting, and hoping for justice. 

Purrington, a former Peace Corps member, noted 
that several of the individuals or groups that Amnesty 
International has identified in their 2014/2015 letter 
writing campaign were simply expressing what others 
take for granted in open societies: freedom of speech. She 
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also acknowledged that some of the cases that Amnesty 
has brought to public attention are not cases to which 
everyone will be sympathetic. 

She pointed out the case of women and girls in 
El Salvador who have been sent to prison because they 
sought abortions after rape or because of dire health 
conditions. 

Purrington also pointed out Murad Shtwewi, a 
Palestinian community leader who has been targeted and 
jailed for speaking out for Palestinian rights. Or Chelsea 
Manning, a United States Army soldier who tried to 
expose alleged human rights abuses by the U.S. military 
and has subsequently been found guilty of violations of 
espionage and imprisoned. 

Purrington understands that these people 
might have a hard time gaining any support from some 
Americans, but she herself feels compelled to try to bring 
their stories to light by writing a letter in longhand that 
someone may read and understand. 

Each year. Amnesty International identifies 
human rights cases around the world and reaches out to 
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the global community to support their efforts in gaining 
freedom and justice for those who they believe are being 
oppressed. In this program, letters are written to heads 
of state, as well as to the identified persons and their 
families. Although digital communications are possible, 
the Friends believe that handwritten letters give humanity 
to the person being written about by the person writing 
the letter. They believe there is warmth in those types of 
communication versus the typed word. 

The cases currently displayed on the Amnesty 
International website for this year's campaign are: Murad 
Shtewi/ Palestine; Raif Badawi/ Saudi Arabia; Jorge 
Lazaro Nunes/ Brazil; Liu Ping/ China; Chelsea Manning/ 
USA; Women - Girls /El Salvador; Rampyari Bai and 
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Safreen Khan/Bhopal; Darrell Gammon and Anthony 
Holmes /USA; Moses Akatugba/ Nigeria; Hadiya 
Pendleton /USA. 

Those cases are as diverse as the names listed. 
Some are in prison, some are dead, some are struggling to 
bring equality, and others simply want people to be aware 
of causes that are negatively affecting lives. Some cases 
are about people who tried to speak out, others are about 
people who Amnesty believes were denied due process, 
and still others are cases that defy a distinct category 

On this day, in that quiet of the community room 
behind the Friends Meeting House, a handful of souls 
were trying to make an impact - one pen stroke at a time. 

The Friends are reaching out in other ways. 
Deena Kinsky is traveling to Cuba on January 22 to meet 
the Friends in Cuba for the first time in decades. She 
hopes that she and her small group can establish lines of 
communication and help where needed. The immediate 
work at hand will be helping to paint the local Friends 
Meeting House in that tropical location. 

"They told us to bring rollers and paint brushes 
because those are scarce," Kinsky said. "Oh, and toilet 
paper also," she added with a chuckle.

New Book Features Local Volunteer

Norene Hartley of Rochester has a perspective 
and insight into the land, character, and history of 
Rochester that is unique. 

A descendant of the "original Hartleys" of 
Rochester, Norene, 69, grew up in and continues to 
live out her life in the rural Southcoast town, working 
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as a carpenter and spending a great deal of her time 
preserving the land and open spaces of Rochester as a 
volunteer w^ith the Rochester Land Trust. 

A new book just published this January called 
Being Where You Are, written by Robert Barossi, dedicates 
a chapter to Hartley, who is one of the original founders 
of the RLT formed back in 1996. 

Barossi said during a phone interview that the 
work began while developing his thesis for his Master's 
degree in environmental studies from Green Mountain 
College. While he was an intern for the Trustees of 
Reservations, he began working in communications, 
writing press releases about the organization's "small 
army of volunteers.'' It turned into something bigger for 
Barossi, who calls this work "the most rewarding and 
exciting work of my life thus far." 

Barossi said he cast a wide net while contacting 
land trusts around Massachusetts, Rhode Island, and 
New Hampshire. He interviewed volunteers from a 
number of different environments from coastal to rural 
settings, and eventually compiled the material into a 
book. Barossi said he "really wanted to get the word out 
there" about the work of these dedicated volunteers. 

The Rochester Land Trust was one of about 
80 different land trusts Barossi reached out to. He said 
Hartley offered a unique perspective on Rochester 
because of her emotional connection to the town. 

"When seeking volunteers, Norene was truly 
one of my favorites," said Barossi. "She had this great 
personality, a great sort of rugged New England sass 
about her. But at the same time, so sweet and so giving of 
her stories and her past." 

Barossi, while developing the book, said 
he wanted to let people know what environmental 
volunteers are doing to preserve the environment and 
spare land from excessive development. The volunteers 
he met over the course of three years, said Barossi, 
were what inspired the book. He remembered Norene 
especially for her insight into "the good old days" of 
Rochester and how it has developed over the years from a 
rural population of 1,600 when she was a child to the over 
5,000 residents of today. 
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''Norene, she had such a unique perspective 
because her family had lived in Rochester for so long/' 
said Barossi. "What it used to be and how it has all 
changed/' 

Chapter 13 of the book, titled "Keepin' it 
Rural: Norene Hartley/' is chock full of that insight and 
knowledge Hartley possesses of Rochester, with candid 
recollections of her childhood exploring nature and her 
return to a more developed Rochester after living 26 years 
away 

"I have to tell you, when I was growing up, 
outdoors was the place to be," Barossi quoted Hartley in 
his book. "Fd get home from school and it was like five 
seconds from the time I hit the back door to the time I was 
going back out in my play clothes." 

Hartley also describes leaving Rochester in 1963 
to attend college and returning to "houses all over the 
place." She joined the Rochester Master Plan Committee 
in 1996, which she says in the book, "I swear it almost did 
me in." 

"It's a very emotional thing," says Hartley. "You 
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grow up in a place and it seems like an old comfortable 
shirt or something, and it's always there in some 
respects/' Starting the Rochester Land Trust was Hartley's 
way of preserving the character of the town, a rural 
community 

"I think we've done pretty well," Hartley told 
Barossi. "I think you have to get down to the nitty-gritty" 
Hartley describes a memory of when she was two-years 
old, playing in stump holes in her family's backyard, 
"sitting there and my butt was damp and my knees were 
wet but the sun was really warm.. . ." Hartley continues, 
"So I guess I've had it since two, at least. So, I guess the 
Land Trust is just a community extension of how I am." 

Conservation Commission member and Land 
Trust member Laurene Gerrior, in a phone interview, 
called Hartley a kind, good person, knowledgeable about 
the outdoors and Rochester history. 

"He (Barossi) was able to capture that about her 
in his book," said Gerrior. 

The book has been published in eBook form, but 
it could result in a hard cover in the future. Barossi said 
he wanted to write the word about the volunteers and get 
it out there sooner rather than later.

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Marion Fire Chief Announces Retirement 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Marion Fire Chief Thomas Joyce announced his 
intent to retire in a letter addressed to the Marion Board of 
Selectmen, and on January 20 selectmen had nothing but 
good things to say about Chief Joyce who will retire June 
30 of this year. Now selectmen must decide where they 
will look for his replacement - in-house or seek elsewhere. 

''We knew that this letter was coming/' said 
Town Administrator Paul Dawson. "His letter was a 
very beautiful letter, thanking a number of people and 
organizations..." 

Dawson said it could take some time to appoint 
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a new fire chief, and he recommended the board provide 
him with guidance as to which direction he should 
proceed regarding advertising for the position. 

Dawson said, in his opinion, the board could find 
a suitable candidate in-house. 

"If we could find a new chief that was as good as 
he was, we'd be in good shape," said Board of Selectmen 
Chairman Jonathan Henry. "I'm very proud of him. He 
did have a lot on his plate and he handled it without 
making a public spectacle out of it." Henry continued, "I 
personally think you've got to go out there and see what's 
out there in the fire world." Henry said it would not be 
doing the public any service unless they did. 

Selectman Jody Dicker son agreed. 

"It is a long process. It does take about six months 
if you do it properly," said Dickerson. "I think we should 
throw a large net out there and see what we bring in." 

The board will discuss the matter further at its 
next meeting. 

Also during the meeting, the board gave Dawson 
authorization to expend a maximum of $5,000 on 
preliminary legal services from an environmental law 
office based in Washington D.C. to assist the Town with 
its NPDES (National Pollutant Discharge Elimination 
System) dilemma with the Environmental Protection 
Agency. 

The EPA rejected the Town's request to extend 
the comment period for 180 days, but did allow for a 30- 
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day extension until February 2 due to the holiday season 
interrupting the Town's initial 30-day comment period. 

The law firm of Hall and Associates will assist 
the Town during the initial comment period to build a 
case against the science that the EPA used to determine 
the new lowered nitrogen limits for the NPDES permit, as 
well as the pending requirement to eliminate the lagoons. 

In other matters, the Buzzards Bay Area Habitat 
for Humanity house to be located at 185 Wareham Street 
can finally break ground now that selectmen have passed 
the final hurdle - a vote to execute the deed and the 
accompanying easement on the property 

"Talk about Murphy's Law/' said Dawson. "If 
there was anything that could go wrong here, it did." 
He said the Town and the organization "soldiered on" 
anyhow, and both parties were now at the finish line. 

Henry commented that even the Louisiana 
Purchase took less time to complete than this project. 

The Friends of the Marion Council on Aging gave 
a brief update on data they collected to assist the Town in 
studying the feasibility of a senior center for Marion. 

As of 2010, 30-percent of the population in 
Marion is over 65, and Priscilla Ditchfield told selectmen 
that by 2023, it will reach 40-percent. She said senior 
citizens reside in about half the households in Marion, 
with one-fourth of the remaining seniors living alone. 
The lack of a central "hub," said Ditchfield, is a concern 
among seniors.

Representatives from SRPEDD approached the 
board for feedback regarding a regional transportation 
plan.

Board Erupts Over Minutes... Again 

Marion Planning Board

An intense argument over minutes overshadowed 
budget discussions, as the Marion Planning Board was 
divided 5-2 (a consistent number that night) in its opinion 
regarding how Planning Board Clerk Robert Lane should 
be taking minutes. The debate led to a motion by member 
Steve Gonsalves to keep meeting minutes limited to 
bare-bones information such as date, those in attendance, 
motions, and votes - a move board member Norman Hills 
said went against Robert's Rules of Order. Lane disagreed. 

Lane, Gonsalves, and Chairman Stephen Kokkins 
argued that the video recordings taped by the cable access 
channel could serve as a reference for those wishing to 
review the meetings, and Hills was adamant that it was 
unacceptable to replace meeting minutes with DVDs. 

The argument on January 20 was continued from 
a previous meeting when the September 15 meeting 
minutes were first presented for acceptance. Board 
member Eileen Marum opposed descriptive language 
included in the minutes that she considered editorializing, 
specifically when Lane wrote that Marum "forcefully 
criticized" the Planning Board assistant, resulting in her 
leaving the room. Marum contested the description and 
objected to other references to tone. 

Lane amended the minutes to reflect Marum's 
supposed request for a verbatim transcript of what was 
said, and during the contentious January 20 meeting, 
Marum denied the claim. 

Hills and Marum continued in their criticism of 
Lane's September 15 minutes, relentlessly.

interjected Gonsalves. "This is insane. This is never going 
to stop. Where do we go from here? It's like a merry-go- 
round. It's ridiculous.'' 

Gonsalves motioned to simplify meeting 
minutes, and Lane promptly seconded. 

"What's the problem with writing down what 
happened at a meeting?" Hills asked, questioning why 
Lane refuses to include in the minutes words pertaining 
to a motion Marum made during the September 15 
meeting. 

Kokkins, in trying to keep the discussion on 
track, suggested there was a philosophical difference 
among board members. 

"There's nothing to be gained by not putting the 
information in the minutes," continued Hills. He said 
it was valuable information that people in the future 
might refer back to. "If you don't like it, then it's too bad. 
It's the way it happened," said Hills. He then turned to 
Gonsalves and called his motion for "skimpy" minutes 
irresponsible. 

Nowhere in Roberts Rules of Order does it say 
cable access recorded DVDs can replace minutes. Hills 
pointed out. 

"There's nowhere that says you can't," replied 

Lane. 

The vote to approve the "minimal minutes" 
passed 5-2, but even then the arguing continued. Hills 
brought up further issues he had with the minutes.

Marum alleged that Lane's employment of 
a transcript service for the contested portion of the 
September 15 minutes had ties to his business, and thus 
had the appearance of a conflict of interest. Lane denied 
the claim. When Marum insisted, Gonsalves laughed, 
causing Marum to turn to Gonsalves. 

"Excuse me," said Marum. "It's not funny." 

"Yes it is," said Gonsalves. 

Board member Rico Ferrari asked Marum if she 
was a trained attorney, and then called for the question, 
saying the meeting was getting out of hand. 

"I've got more comments," said Hills. Lane 
slammed his draft minutes onto the table. 

The vote to accept the amended September 
minutes was again 5-2. 

In other contentious matters, earlier in the 
meeting the board talked about hiring a transcript 
service to record past and future meetings relative to the 
developers of a CVS at the corner of Route 6 and Front 
Street. Not having the funds for the service budgeted for 
fiscal year 2015, the board voted, 5-2, to amend the FY15 
budget by transferring funds from one line item to the 
consultant line item in the amount of $950 to record two 
past meetings with the CVS developers. 

Hills and Marum argued that it was not 
necessary, given that no application has been filed yet and

if needed in the future, the board could revisit the matter. 

As for FY16, Ferrari suggested taking the $500 
budgeted for travel and meeting expenses and moving 
it into the consultant line item for transcript services 
in the future, a move Marum opposed since she is the 
representing board member for SRPEDD and travels 
occasionally to attend meetings and educational sessions 
on behalf of the board. 

Ferrari said he saw no return on the money and 
the board, as a whole, did not benefit from Marum' s 
continued education. Marum told Ferrari that he could 
"tap into [her] knowledge'' at any time, but suggested 
that he was unwilling. 

"It's up to you," Marum told him. 

"Then I say strike it totally, with that attitude," 
Ferrari said about funding the line item. He said he would 
"pass" on opening up that "can of worms" when it came 
to Marum' s knowledge. 

Ferrari motioned to de-fund the travel expense 
line item, with no second. 

"There must be some value there," said board 
member Michael Popitz. He wondered if the board was 
taking advantage of the information Marum was learning 
and if she ever brought back informational pamphlets and 
such for the board to see. 

"I have brought them here," said Marum. "And 
nobody was interested." 

Ferrari then suggested level-funding the expense 
line, keeping it at the FY15 level of $290 and plugging the 
remaining $210 in the consultant line. The motion passed, 
5-2.

This location began pumping water for the 
Town in 1925, but it had been abandoned. Nicholson and 
DeNatale both believe that it could be a viable fresh water 
source for the Town and at a cost far less than sourcing 
new wells or buying water from other towns. 

DeNatale told the commissioners that the yield 
study demonstrated a flow of 400,000 gallons per day. 
That figure represents half of what the state now permits 
Mattapoisett to pump daily This source could, if needed, 
supply a substantial amount of potable water to the 
Town's residents. 

The quality of the water was also deemed of 
such a high quality it would not have to be treated before 
being introduced into the system, DeNatale stated. 
Pump Station 2 was also cleared by Massachusetts 
Environmental Policy Act as having no environmental 
impact or threat to habitat. 

Nicholson noted that re-introduction of this well 
into the system has been 15 years in the making. 

"We don't ever want to lose a water source." 
Nicholson said that this will be a back-up should another 
well go down. 

The next step for Nicholson and AECOM is 
securing a water management permit from the state. 
AECOM' s full report has been sent on to the Department 
of Environmental Protection and MEPA for their seal of 
approval, although MEPA's November 2014 report and 
DEP's January 9 letter both indicate acceptance of the well 
into the system. 

Funding of the project to restore Pump Station 2 
will have to be accepted by the voters at Town Meeting in 
the spring, Nicholson confirmed. 

Before it can go to the voters, Nicholson said that 
costs associated with the well will need to be part of the 
capital planning process. 

"It will never get less expensive than now," 
Nicholson said, further noting that monies would have 
to be borrowed to foot the bill. No cost estimates were 
discussed. 

AECOM was also in attendance to present 
their outline for the replacement of the water main on 
Mechanic Street. A late winter bid cycle is planned so that

firm figures can be presented at Town Meeting in May. 

And the third project AECOM's team has been 
researching for the Town is repair options for water mains 
on Route 6 to Aucoot Road. 

These ancient, cast iron pipes have caused many 
problems over the years, not only for the Water and Sewer 
Department ("...many a cold late night call..., ''Nicholson 
said), but also in service disruptions. 

The six-inch pipes in question cover a 4,000-foot 
distance. Steve DeFrancesco of AECOM said the most 
cost effective option is to line the old pipes versus digging 
them up and replacing them. Rehabilitation of existing 
public water supply system pipes was described as the 
most viable option. 

Such a project would be done during the warm 
weather months. DeFrancesco suggested a possible 
March bid date. He also said that the Massachusetts 
Highway Department design approval and permitting 
processes would take approximately a month. Although 
not necessary due to the non-jurisdictional location of the 
proposed work, DeFrancesco said AECOM would send 
a letter to the Mattapoisett Conservation Commission so 
they are aware of the work before it begins. 

Earlier in the evening, Nicholson asked the 
commissioners to review and support the completed new 
Open Space Plan saying, "...this is a good step forward 
for the Town." 

The draft document has taken just over a year

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decision, having no impact on the resource area with no 
need to file a Notice of Intent, with the condition to use 
wattles and/ or silt screening where needed.

The Heart of Technology is in the Library 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
By Jean Perry 

The latest wave in technology education is known 
as ''the library common,'' and the Old Rochester Regional 
School Committee on January 14 gave the approval for 
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the junior and senior high schools to move forward in 
establishing their own. 

ORR Junior High School Librarian Carol 
Herrmann and Assistant Superintendent Elise Frangos 
introduced the new grade seven to 12 library curriculum, 
based on four core areas: digital citizenship; technology; 
information and media literacy; and love of reading. 

"Many technology skills are taught by librarians 
these days/' said Herrmann. She aims to encourage 
students in "creating online content and not just 
consuming it." She added that students should have the 
skills to apply technology to academics and not just to 
recreation. 

Frangos said "digital literacy" has a lot to do 
with students working collaboratively and learning to be 
responsible online regarding their "online footprint" and 
legality issues. 

"It's exciting to come to full flower," said Frangos 
about the program, on which she had been collaborating 
with both school librarians for some time. 

Also during the meeting, ORR High School 
Principal Michael Devoll introduced the committee to the 
Katie Brown Educational Program he wants to bring to 
the students at ORR. The Katie Brown Foundation was 
formed in 2001 in response to the brutal murder of a 20 
year-old Rhode Island woman who was killed by a man 
she had dated throughout high school. 

The program serves to teach students how to

prevent relational violence, give them the tools they 
need to identify healthy and not-healthy relationship 
dynamics, develop personal power, and recognize the 
different types of relationship violence. 

Devoll said parents in the community 
approached him about bringing the program to ORR, and 
he asked the School Committee to approve the program, 
as well as the methods for fundraising. The cost is $50 per 
student and the school will need to raise about $39,000 
for each student to benefit from the program. He has 
received $1,000 so far through a grant and said one donor 
is willing to match funds raised, up to $5,000. 

''We don't feel like we (ORR staff) do enough of 
this with our students," said Devoll, adding that there are 
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students in the district affected by relational violence. ''We 
want to be proactive and we want to expose our students 
to [relational violence awareness].'' 

The committee approved fundraising for the 
program; however, it decided to wait until committee 
members could receive further information, with some 
concerned about the appropriateness of the program. 

"This whole topic is heavy with emotional 
overtones," said committee member Cynthia Johnson. "I 
would like to see . . . the curriculum before I sign off on 
this." 

Devoll said if enough funds are not raised to 
cover the cost for the entire school, then he will start by 
offering it to seniors and possibly juniors. Students would 
not miss any class time to attend the program, which is 
conducted in small groups, and students can opt-out of 
the program if they want to, according to Devoll. 

In other matters, the committee approved $500 
to seek legal counsel over a potential cut in state regional 
transportation funding that would result in a $107,000 
dent in the school budget. 

Superintendent Doug White said it is unclear 
whether new Massachusetts Governor Charlie Baker will 
seek additional cuts, and whether or not it is even legal to 
do so. Many school districts are asking Gov. Baker not to 
make the cuts. 

The school district regularly receives around 
$450,000 annually to help defray the costs of regional 
school transportation. He said the loss of $107,000 "would 
be an impact to our budget immediately." 

The School Committee approved establishing 
a "regional school transportation fund," under the 
recommendation of School Business Administrator 
Patrick Spencer. He said this would allow the district 
to roll over unexpended transportation funds from the 
previous school year into the next. 

Although it is uncertain whether the district will 
need the fund. Spencer stated, "I suggest that at least we 
set the fund up." 

Also during the meeting, the School Committee 
recognized two ORR retirees - Science teacher Mary 
Cabral and Guidance Counselor Scott Griffin. 
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Devoll also pointed out that ORR received the 
highest score in the Math portion of the SAT in the region. 

The next Old Rochester Regional School 
Committee meeting is scheduled for February 11 at 6:00 
pm in the ORRJHS media room. 

Superintendent Gives Mid-Cycle Review

Twice a year. Superintendent of Schools Doug 
White has to update the Joint School Committee on 
his goals for the school year; on January 15, White 
highlighted his six goals and the progress he is making 
toward meeting them on time. 

This year. White ensures the full implementation 
of the Social Emotional Learning (SEL) curricula and Safe 
and Secure Practices before the school year closes, as part 
of the social/ emotional goal. White said teachers and 
students at the junior and senior highs have been exposed 
to the ongoing training for A.L.I.C.E. (Alert, Lockdown, 
Inform, Counter, Evacuate), and teachers and staff at all 
three elementary schools have either received training or 
soon will.

said it is a great program that will follow students from 
freshman year to when he hands his own designated 
group their diplomas. 

Action steps toward meeting goal number two - 
consistent communication and community engagement 
- include creating district- wide community events and 
closely monitoring school events each month across all 
districts to avoid schedule conflicts. 

"So you, as a parent/' said White, ''you don't 
have to say 'I'll go to child one today and get to child 
three next week.'" 

White also included regular review of the 
district's website and social media. 

"By June 2015, there will be increased awareness, 
participation, and engagement in school and district 
activities, using a variety of mediums to eliminate 
scheduling conflicts," said White in his presentation. 

Goal three, technology, has been the topic of 
all January School Committee meetings throughout the 
district, with tech grants and new Chromebooks adding 
to the achievement of the technology goal. 

White promised the establishment of library 
commons in each of the schools, as well as the upgrading 
of school technology infrastructure and integration of 
more one-to-one devices before the end of the school year. 

Educator Evaluation, goal four, has White making 
instructional rounds each month to gather feedback from 
teachers, engaging them in conversation and developing 



strategies to manage educator evaluations. 

White said goal number five was one of his 
favorite parts of the job, being inside the classroom. 
He told the committee he is continuing to establish a 
presence within the classrooms across the district to 
observe, and he meets with each school principal bi- 
weekly to talk about goals and school activities. 

"The ability to actually get into the classrooms 
... is something I really enjoy," said White. "And I have a 
soft spot for struggling learners." 

Several members of the Joint School Committee 
said they are already seeing evidence of reaching goal 
six, the writing goal, with their own children at home. 
Junior High School Principal Kevin Brogioli said he 
hears students saying they are doing too much writing in 
school. 

"I think that's a good complaint," Brogioli said. 

After the presentation. School Committee 
members discussed White's evaluation and the five 
chairmen of each school committee have previously 
met to discuss restructuring the process to better assess 
White's performance. Mattapoisett School Committee 
Chairman James Higgins suggested regular meetings of 
the five chairmen to go over each committee's individual 
evaluation forms and written comments. 

Marion School Committee member Christine 
Winters voiced her concerns over how the committee 
evaluates the superintendent throughout the year. 

"I'm not going to wait until the evaluation 
process (at the end of the year)," said Winters. "It's not 
fair to him. He wouldn't do it to his administration, why 
would we do it to him?" 

"I really appreciate the opportunity to lead this 
district," said White. "We're all in this together." 

The next meeting of the Joint School Committee is 
scheduled for March 12 at 6:30 pm in the ORRJHS media 
room. 

Seniors Share Tips on College Applications

Senior year is generally a busy time for students. 
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with challenging classes, graduation looming, and events 
like Prom and field trips designed to celebrate seniors' 
time at the school. However, perhaps nothing is more 
time-consuming than college applications. Although 
most deadlines for colleges occur between November 
1 and February 15, they still affect a large chunk of 
students' school year. To discover more about the 
college applications process, three seniors shared their 
experiences about prioritizing their time during this busy 
period. 

Michael Kassabian tried to narrow down his 
choices to schools where he could see himself doing 
well, and he recommended it as a good strategy for 
those applying in the future. He applied to five schools. 
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including Notre Dame, Holy Cross, and Harvard. 

'It's just chipping away and getting my school 
work done first,'' said Kassabian on balancing school 
work and college work. "I started in the late summer, 
brainstorming stuff, so I could come into the school year 
with a base." 

Kassabian offered advice for students in the 
throes of application season. "Don't let it (the applications 
process) get the best of you. Buckle down, and don't 
procrastinate." 

Asked to sum up the applications process in one 
word, Emma Purtell decided on "stressful." She applied 
to seven schools from all across the country, including 
St. Bonaventure, the University of Arizona, and the 



University of New Hampshire. 

Describing her strategy to work effectively, she 
said, "I get my homework done, that's my first priority. 
Any free time I have, or over the weekend, that's when I 
work on college applications." 

She noted a difference of schools that accept 
the Common App and those that require a unique 
application. 

"The common app schools had applications that 
were easier to bang out," said Purtell, "but I worked from 
September to December on applications for schools that 
don't have the Common App." 

Similar to Michael, she advised getting a 
head start on college applications as a way to not get 
overwhelmed. In addition, Emma said that speaking to 
your guidance counselors was a good idea. 

Stephen Gouin agreed with Emma, picking 
"stressful" as his word to describe his time applying to 
colleges. He applied to three Massachusetts schools - 
Dean College, Nichols College, and LaSell College. When 
questioned about when he tackled his college-related 
work, Stephen responded, "I usually would dedicate 
some time on the weekends to do it." 

He encouraged students from next year's class 
and beyond to "really think about your future and what 
schools are the best for you." 

All students who plan on going to an institute 
of higher learning have to devote some of their time to 
researching and applying to colleges. With the other 
burdens senior year can provide, the college applications 
process can be a challenging time for students, but as 
these students have proven, time management and focus 
can lead to success.

On Friday, January 16, the remembrance began 
with a presentation in the Wickenden Chapel by Dr.

Girls' Track Clinches Fifth-Straight Championship 

ORR Sports Update

Here is a look at the sixth week of scheduled 
games for Old Rochester Regional winter athletics. 
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Boys' Basketball: The Bulldogs continued their 
conference domination this week, defeating two SCC 
rivals to keep their conference record at a perfect 9-0. 
The boys first defeated Bourne 89-60, thanks largely in 
part to Noah Fernandes and Matt Valles, who led ORR 
in scoring with 18 and 17 points, respectively. Jordan 
Menard also played well on the game, scoring 11 points 
and recording six rebounds. The Bulldogs continued 
their momentum later in the week against Case, where 
they won in a huge 73-38 blowout. Ten different players 
scored for the Bulldogs, showing the overall depth and 
teamwork of the team. ORR was in control from the start 
and never let up en route to their ninth victory of the 
season. 

Girls' Basketball: The Lady Bulldogs also had 
a great week, winning both of their games by fairly 
large margins to advance their record to 6-4 overall. The 
girls defeated Bourne 40-28 in an exciting game which 
included an explosive third-quarter from ORR, who 
scored 17 points to extend their lead and essentially 
secure the win. Kaleigh Goulart continued her excellent 
season, scoring 13 points, and Sophie Church was the 
team's leading scorer on the night with 14 points. Later in 
the week, the girls defeated Case by a large 56-37 margin 
to win their seventh game of the season. The tandem 
of Goulart and Church struck again against the Lady 
Cardinals, with Church scoring a team-high 22 points 
and Goulart scoring 16 points. Seniors Ashley Pacheco 
and Morgan Browning also played well, scoring 5 and 4 
points, respectively. 

Boys' Track: The Bulldogs suffered their first 
loss of the season this week to Dighton-Rehoboth in 
an exciting 48-38 matchup that came down to the final 
event, the 4x400 meter relay. Thanks to wins from 
Kevin Saccone (600-meters, 55-meter hurdles) and Ben 
Rounseville (high jump), as well as some key second 
place finishes, the Bulldogs had the chance to tie the meet 
with Dighton-Rehoboth. In a thrilling 4x4, the Bulldogs 
just missed first place by less than a second. The loss was 
a tough one for the Bulldogs, as they are likely pushed out 
of the running for the SCC Championship, which D-R has 
all but clinched. In the same meet however, the Bulldogs 
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managed to beat Apponequet by 50 points, 68-18. 

Girls' Track: The Lady Bulldogs were a different 
story, easily defeating Dighton-Rehoboth, 59.5-26.5, and 
Apponequet, 73-13 to remain undefeated and clinch at 
least a share in their fifth consecutive SCC title. The ORR 
girls won seven events: Zoe Smith (high jump, 55-meter 
hurdles), Arden Goguen (55-meter dash), Nina Bourgeois 
(1000-meters), Bailey Truesdale (300-meters), Nicole 
Mattson (600-meters) and the 4x400 relay. Unless the girls 
lose against Seekonk next week, which is very unlikely, 
they will remain undefeated SCC Champions for the fifth 
year in a row. 

Boys' Swimming: In their lone meet of the 
week, the boys' swim team lost to perennial powerhouse 
Apponequet 108-32. Try as they might, the Apponequet 
team simply had too much depth for the small ORR team 
to overcome, and they won every single event besides the 
100-breaststroke, which ORR's Nate Wentworth won in a 
quick 1:24. With the loss, the boys' record now stands at 
1-3. 

Girls' Swimming: The girls' swim team also 
suffered a loss to Apponequet this week, 122-61. The Lady 
Bulldogs managed to hold strong against the powerful 
Apponequet team despite not winning any events. By 
claiming some key second and third places, the girls 
managed to put up a fight against one of the area's best 
teams. With the loss, the girls' record stands at 1-3.

Marion Senior Population Growth 

This past fall, the Friends of the Marion Council 
on Aging (FMCOA) contracted with the UMass Boston 
Gerontology Institute to complete a demographic analysis 
of the town's population and to also conduct several focus 
groups to investigate the needs and interests of Marion's 
older citizens. 

The demographic study found that the current 
population of Marion's seniors - those over the age of 60 
- is at 30%. This shows a 24% increase since 2000. By 2030, 
it is expected that this age group will account for 40% of 
Marion's total population. In terms of state averages, this 
percentage is higher than most. Many of Marion's seniors 
over 60 live alone and are considered less than wealthy. 

Focus groups were conducted with a range 
of stakeholders in Marion's seniors. These groups 
represented municipal organizations, community non- 
profits, and consumers of services for seniors. These 
groups examined current aspects of Marion that make it a 
"user friendly" town for seniors. In addition, these groups 
discussed opportunities for Marion to become a more 
"livable" community for seniors.

As a result, Moore has studied various 
pharmacological and mechanical tools to help restrain 
or sedate large whales so that they can be cut loose 
from ropes and fishing gear. These efforts include the 
development of methods of injecting large whales with 
sedatives or antibiotics. Moore and colleagues Becky 
Woodward and Jeremy Winn have also modeled the 
interactions between fixed fishing gear and large whale 
body parts and conducted engineering tests to determine 
how rope interacts with whale baleen.

Appropriate Behavior. Starring Desiree Akhavan 
and Rebecca Henderson. Directed by Desiree 
Akhavan. Running time: 85 minutes. No MPAA 
rating. 

The debut feature by writer/ director Desiree 
Akhavan, Appropriate Behavior has been compared 
to Lena Dunham's HBO series Girls. I've never seen 
the Dunham show, but I'm prepared to believe 
that Akhavan' s movie is as inspired by Dunham as 
leagues of white male nerds were by Woody Allen. 
The question you have to ask is: Derivative as it may 
be, is this film its own thing ~ does it have its own 
voice, its own concerns, its own world? Appropriate 
Behavior does, I think. 

Akhavan also stars as the lead character, 
Shirin, a bisexual Brooklynite closeted to her Persian 
family, to the chagrin of her girlfriend Maxine 
(Rebecca Henderson). The story of Shirin and 
Maxine unfolds in non-linear flashbacks; the present 
tense involves Shirin's attempts to move on from 
her breakup with Maxine, including a job teaching 
filmmaking to five-year-olds and an awkward 
polyamorous fling with a couple she randomly 
meets. Shirin is a typical confused twentysomething, 
trying to forge an identity among people who may 
be a little too rigid in their own identities ~ and not 
just the conservative Middle Eastern family she's 
vaguely afraid of. 

Akhavan's writing/ directing style is as 
deadpan and laid-back as her acting. The movie is 
the opposite of emotionally pushy, which makes an 
underwear-snipping, bottle-throwing argument late 
in the film stand out even more. Appropriate Behavior 
is, of course, about inappropriate behavior, but 
nobody is judged for it. It's just the sort of goofiness 




that smart, needy people get themselves into, and 
nobody gets terribly hurt. The movie's amused view 
of aimless artistic types in the city reminded me a 
little of the 1995 Parker Posey vehicle Party Girl. 
People ironically take stock of their neuroses, aware 
that their problems aren't the end of the world, even 
if they feel apocalyptic. 

Shirin doesn't have a whole lot of back-up; 
she has one nonjudgmental friend. Crystal (Hailey 
Pfeiffer), and various acquaintances and flirtations. 
Characters are allowed to be weird, complicates, 
flawed; nobody really does the expected thing. 
The guy who gives Shirin her job (Scott Adsit from 
30 Rock) is a Louis CK-type sad sack who's a little 
clueless but nonthreatening; that goes for pretty 
much everyone else, though they're all clueless 
and nonthreatening in their own styles. The movie 
doesn't seem to be up to anything larger than an 
amiable slice of urban life, and it doesn't need to be. 
Appropriate Behavior packs a drowsy erotic charge 
during a couple of its trysts, and even during those 
it doesn't lose its tremulous sense of humor. Shirin 
teaches class alongside a blonde waif who used to be 
a hair model and whose "advanced" moviemaking 
class produces a pompous. Artistic little film called 
"At Park"; Shirin's more down-to-earth class 
makes "Tales of the Lost Fart," featuring zombies, 
boogers, and copious farts. Akhavan's own movie 
is somewhere in the middle ~ no stranger to foo-foo 
self-reflection or to embarrassing physical foibles.
